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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year. 

General  and  Statistical 

The  population  of  the  area  has  increased  by  about  2,000.  Employment  in  the  area  remains 
satisfactory  in  spite  of  the  economic  problems  generally  in  the  country,  but  rising  costs  have 
undoubtedly  made  it  more  difficult  for  the  families .  The  number  of  births  has  remained  fairly 
constant  for  the  past  4  years . 

The  health  of  the  district  is  satisfactory  and  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  low. 
Deaths  due  to  Lung  Cancer  are  the  highest  ever  at  42  and  the  number  of  deaths  for  this  disease 
among  women  steadily  rises.  The  age  of  the  youngest  victim  falls  each  year  being  44,  43,  37  and 
35  for  the  years  1967  -  1970  reflecting  the  increasing  smoking  habits  at  younger  ages  during  the 
war  years  and  since.  These  figures  and  the  high  figures  for  Bronchitis  cry  out:- 
"Please  stop  smoking". 

New  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have  increased;  an  outbreak  at  Brookwood  Hospital  - 
7  cases  and  Asian  immigrants  -  6  cases  -  account  for  this  increase. 

The  number  of  still  births  is  high  and  among  the  congenital  malformations,  defects  of  the 
brain  and  spinal  cord  are  higher  than  usual  at  a  total  of  9  cases  among  all  births. 

A  table  compounding  the  suicide  statistics  for  the  previous  5  years,  which  was  requested 
of  us  for  a  research  project,  has  been  included.  It  indicates  that  there  are  proportionately  more 
suicides  with  older  age  groups  and  that  there  are  more  females  in  the  younger  ages  and  more 
men  at  ages  over  65.  As  most  are  suffering  from  mental  depression  these  points  reflect  vulnerable 
periods.  The  early  recognition  of  Depression  and  their  greater  care  during  these  vulnerable  periods 
would  help.  An  active  "Samaritan"  caring  group  also  helps  considerably. 

Personal  Health  Services 

In  the  Personal  Health  Section  I  am  very  happy  to  record  the  completion  and  opening  of 
Woking's  first  Health  Centre  -  the  St.  John's  Health  Centre.  A  group  of  4  doctors  have  surgeries 
and  a  full  complement  of  Clinics,  including  Family  Planning  sessions,  are  held.  In  addition  a 
Play  Group  that  accepts  handicapped  children  and  a  Medical  Day  Centre  with  a  Geriatric  Clinic 
is  held  one  day  a  week.  The  Family  Planning  have  an  evening  session  in  addition  to  other  sessions. 

The  other  important  event  was  the  opening  of  the  new  Maternity  Hospital  at  Chertsey  and  the 
closure  of  the  Woking  Maternity  Hospital.  The  increased  facilities  meet  the  wishes  of  the  mothers 
with  90%  of  all  births  taking  place  in  Hospital  in  the  year.  Close  co-operation  with  the  staff  of  the 
Hospital  and  the  district  midwives  continues  as  early  discharges  are  more  popular  and  increased 
ante -natal  and  mother-craft  classes  have  to  be  organised  to  help  the  mothers  who  find  it  too 
difficult  to  make  the  journey  to  the  new  Hospital. 

Also  in  the  personal  Health  Section,  the  Nursing  Officer  reports  the  completion  of  attachments 
of  District  Nurses  to  all  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  a  start  on  Health  Visitor  attachments. 
It  would  appear  as  a  consequence  of  this  there  has  been  a  fair  increase  in  the  work  of  the  District 
Nurses . 

As  Members  will  know,  Woking  Health  Department  together  with  the  W.R.V.S.  organised 
some  three  years  ago  a  Medical  Day  Centre  which  later  moved  to  the  Westgate  Centre.  These 
day  centres  have  now  been  extended  to  Old  Woking,  Byfleet  and  the  new  Health  Centre  at  St.  John's. 
A  full  report  on  these  activities  has  been  included  together  with  a  report  by  the  Medical  Officer  and 
Optician  carrying  out  screening  services  at  these  Medical  Day  Centres. 

Social  Welfare  Section 

In  the  Social  Welfare  Section,  the  Senior  Social  Worker  reports  an  increasing  demand  for  their 
services  stimulated  by  the  Disabled  Person's  Act  and  much  publicity  that  preceded  and  followed  it. 
This  was  also  the  first  year  the  Mental  Health  Section  was  established  alongside  the  other  social 
teams  and  the  Senior  Mental  Social  Worker  also  reports  increased  referrals. 

The  W.R.V.S.  continued  their  invaluable  services  of  meals  on  wheels,  clothing  distribution 
and  their  many  other  activities  at  the  Westgate  Centre.  Indeed  the  meals  on  wheels  is  now  extended 
to  three  days  a  week. 

The  Chairman's  Appeal  for  the  year  was  towards  a  minibus  for  use  at  the  Westgate  Centre  - 
a  very  happy  thought  for  which  many  old  and  disabled  are  indeed  grateful. 
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Environmental  Health 

In  the  Environmental  Health  Section  Mr.  Barnett  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reports 
on  further  progress  made  with  the  repair  and  improvement  of  older  houses  and  their  surrounding 
environment .  This  extension  into  the  general  improvement  of  the  area  in  addition,  has  been  made 
possible  under  the  Housing  Act  1969.  Pollution  including  the  problem  of  noise  is  very  much  in  the 
news  and  this  also  forms  part  of  his  report. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  concerned  in  the  preparation  of  the  report,  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  and  Social  Services  Committee  for  their  support,  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  his  staff  for  all  their  help  and  advice  and  to  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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STATISTICS  AND  GENERAL  HEALTH 


The  population  of  the  Town  is  now  just  over  80,  000,  an  increase  of  2,000  over  last  year. 

The  birth  rate  has  remained  steady  at  just  over  1, 200  for  the  past  four  years  and  the  death  rate  is 
just  under  800 . 

The  general  health  of  the  District  remains  satisfactory.  Vital  statistics  compare  favourably 
with  the  neighbouring  Districts  and  that  of  the  County  but  the  number  of  still  births  is  comparatively 
high.  Infant  deaths  are  average  to  the  area.  The  number  of  cases  of  congenital  malformations 
in  the  central  nervous  system  is  higher  than  usual  at  9  among  all  births. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  at  42  is  the  highest  on  record  for  the  area  and  the 
figure  for  females  is  also  the  highest  ever. 

SOCIAL  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL 

There  are  increasing  signs  of  town  centre  redevelopment,  an  increasing  number  of  shops 
and  dwellings  are  being  demolished  and  sites  cleared  and  some  fine  new  buildings  are  being 
erected.  At  the  Walton  Road  end  a  large  number  of  Multi-storey  flats  have  been  completed 
and  are  now  occupied. 

Plans  for  the  central  development  by  the  Council  in  conjunction  with  the  Norwich  Union  have 
now  been  approved  by  the  Minister. 

The  Woking  Water  Company  are  undertaking  improvements  and  extensions  to  the  water  mains 
to  provide  for  the  increased  population.  Similarly,  the  District  Council  have  considered  preliminary 
work  in  connection  with  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Old  Woking  Sewage  Treatment  Works,  the 
extension  to  the  Wisley  Works  being  completed  last  year. 

The  Housing  Act  196  9  which  came  into  operation  in  August  last  year  made  important  changes 
in  grant  aided  improvement.  For  the  first  time  the  repair  of  houses  can  be  brought  about  in 
conjunction  with  schemes  for  improvement  of  the  surrounding  environment. 

The  number  of  immigrants  mostly  from  Italy  and  Pakistan  continues  to  increase  .  There  has 
been  a  notable  increase  in  the  number  of  wives  and  children  among  the  immigrant  groups.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  this  has  meant  a  fair  increase  in  the  number  of  multi -occupied  dwellings  and  the 
need  for  increased  social  welfare. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  low  this  year  but  it  was  disappointing  to  see  the 
rise  in  measles  to  373.  -Measles  vaccination  is  not  as  yet  so  readily  accepted  by  the  doctors  and 
parents  owing  to  the  reactions  with  the  original  vaccine.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  dysentery  notified,  the  majority  being  caused  by  Shigella  sonnei  which  occurs  noticeably 
among  young  children.  The  number  notified  is  just  a  proportion  of  those  infected.  Crowded 
infant  schools  help  considerably  in  its  spread. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  18  is  higher  than  it  has  been  for  some  years. 
There  were  7  cases  reported  from  Brookwood  Hospital  and  6  cases  were  Asian  immigrants. 

There  was  one  case  of  Typhoid  -  a  young  girl.  The  source  of  the  infection  proved  to  have 
been  a  lodger,  an  Italian  who  had  returned  from  a  holiday  in  Italy.  There  was  some  apprehension 
as  the  mother  of  the  young  girl  worked  in  a  hospital  kitchen.  There  was  also  one  case  of  malaria. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE  -  BACTERIOLOGICAL  REPORTS 

During  the  year  43  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all 
but  one  passed  the  required  tests.  In  accordance  with  routine  practice  a  repeat  sample  was  taken 
in  this  case  with  satisfactory  result.  The  Brucella  Ring  Test  was  carried  out  on  16  samples  of 
untreated  milk  supplied  in  the  area  and  all  results  were  satisfactory. 

Almost  all  the  ice  cream  sold  in  Woking  is  prepacked  and  manufactured  outside  the  district 
by  firms  of  national  repute.  Sixteen  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  fifteen  of  which  were  placed  in  Grade  1 .

Audiological  Service 

Follow  up  of  all  cases  of  deafness  or  of  doubt  is  done  at  a  Diagnostic  Clinic  held  at  Penlee 
Clinic.  Parent  Guidance  and,  where  necessary,  auditory  training,  provision  of  aids,  etc.  is  given. 
131  Woking  cases  were  seen  at  this  clinic;  96  were  under  five  years  of  age. 


Care  of  Premature  Babies 

63  premature  live  births  were  notified  (5.2%  total  live  births)  of  which  3  occurred  at  home 
confinements.  The  number  that  died  within  28  days  was  2.

REPORT  OF  THE  NURSING  OFFICER  -  MISS  A. R.  MARKS 

HEALTH  VISITING 

Unfortunately  it  was  not  possible  to  proceed  with  any  further  Health  Visitor/ General  Practitionei 
attachments  during  the  year  as  the  number  of  full  time  health  visitors  in  post  was  still  below 
establishment.  We  are  pleased  to  record  than  one  of  our  Health  Visitors  was  promoted  to  Divisional 
Health  Visitor,  Northern  Division,  and  another  started  a  Health  Visitors  Tutor  Course  at  the  Royal 
College  of  Nursing. 

As  in  previous  years  we  continued  to  assist  in  the  training  of  student  Health  Visitors  -  seven 
of  whom  received  some  part  of  their  practical  training  with  us . 

As  Health  Education  is  one  of  the  most  important  facets  of  the  work  of  Health  Visitors,  we  were 
happy  to  collaborate  with  the  Council  of  Social  Service  in  running  a  Community  Relations  Class  for 
immigrant  mothers  with  the  aim  of  teaching  positive  health  and  an  understanding  of  the  English 
language  and  customs.  Also  in  order  to  assist  immigrant  mothers  an  interpreter  is  employed  at  one 
of  the  Child  Health  Clinics. 

On  the  closure  of  the  Woking  Maternity  Hospital  in  April  1970  we  started  our  own  ante -natal 
classes  in  a  Central  Clinic  held  continuously  throughout  the  year,  at  which  psychoprophylaxis  and 
mothercraft  are  taught .

MIDWIFERY 

The  downward  trend  in  the  number  of  mothers  delivered  at  home  continued  as  expected  and 
the  number  discharged  early  from  Hospital  has  shown  an  increase  of  70%  over  the  196  9  figures. 

The  Midwifery  Sisters  trained  12  student  midwives  who  spent  3  months  on  the  District,  to  learn 
not  only  the  technical  skill  of  caring  for  mothers  and  babies  at  home,  but  also  to  receive  training 
in  the  wider  aspects  of  community  care .  In  this  respect  we  are  grateful  for  the  assistance  given  in 
the  training  programme  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  Social  Workers.

HOME  NURSING 

The  most  important  development  during  the  year  was  the  attachment  of  all  District  Nursing 
Sisters  to  General  Practitioner  Group  Practices,  eliminating  the  old  idea  of  working  on  geographical 
districts.  Attachment  undoubtedly  improves  the  service  given  to  the  patients,  and  also  requires 
a  somewhat  larger  staff.  To  meet  this  need  our  nursing  establishment  was  increased  by  one  extra 
District  Sister  and  an  extra  Nursing  Auxiliary. 

The  rise  in  the  number  of  patients  over  6  5  is  to  be  expected  with  a  National  increase  in  the 
elderly  population,  and  the  increased  turnover  in  the  number  of  patients  nursed  is  an  outcome  of 
attachment . 

Student  Nurses  and  Student  Midwives  continue  to  have  community  experience  with  the  District 
Sisters  and  Health  Visitors,  and  18  students  from  Brookwood  spent  a  day  with  our  staff,  a  necessary 
part  of  the  modern  training  of  all  Nurses. 

One  of  our  staff  successfully  completed  the  District  Training  Course,  and  another  the  Practical 
Work  Instructors  Course  which  is  designed  to  equip  nurses  to  teach  students,  and  a  Nursing 
Auxiliary  left  us  to  take  State  Enrolled  Nurse  training.

Prevention  of  break-up  of  families  -  Report  by  Miss  J.M.  Evans  Social  Worker  -  Families 

Referrals  for  help  by  and  on  behalf  of  families  with  multiple  problems  continue  to  come  in  withou 
abatement.  Referrals  come  from  many  sources  and  the  presenting  problem  may  be  anything  from 
mounting  and  persistent  rent  arrears  to  a  pair  of  shoes  for  Johnny. 

Where  there  are  relationship  problems  within  the  family  this  kind  of  request  for  help  may  be 
made  because  it  is  more  socially  acceptable,  and  it  is  only  when  the  family  know  and  trust  the  social 
worker  that,  on  the  whole,  they  feel  able  to  discuss  and  tackle  more  intimate  problems.  The 
supportive  help  is  often  very  long-term  but  this  is  worthwhile  if  as  a  result  the  family  feel  able  to 
pull  together  and  eventually  cope  with  their  own  problems. 

With  or  without  social  work  help  it  is  accepted  that  the  family  is  the  right  background  for  the 
upbringing  of  children  and  therefore  every  effort  should  be  made  to  retain  the  family  as  a  unit.

MEDICAL  DAY  CENTRES 

The  two  Medical  Day  Centres  at  Westgate  Centre  have  now  been  fully  operational  for  two 
years  and  cater  for  40  elderly  and  handicapped  each  week;  a  further  25  attend  at  Old  Woking 
Community  Centre,  25  at  Byfleet  Parish  Hall  and  20  at  the  Day  Centre  at  St.  John's  Health 
Centre  which  opened  in  January,  1971. 

The  permanent  staff  are  a  Health  Visitor  and  an  auxiliary  nurse,  plus  two  voluntary  helpers 
at  each  session,  who  are  members  of  the  W.R.V.S. 

The  most  handicapped  and  wheelchair  cases  are  brought  by  ambulance,  Surrey  County 
Ambulance  Service  and  Red  Cross.  The  more  able  members  are  brought  by  voluntary  cars  provided 
by  the  W.R.V.S.  and  other  voluntary  organisations. 

Facilities  available  to  those  attending  the  Medical  Day  Centres 

1.  Doctors  Assessment  Clinic  -  fortnightly  at  Westgate  Centre,  once  a  month  at  St.  John's. 

2  .  Occupational  Therapy  -  under  the  guidance  of  the  Occupational  Therapist  from  Rentwood 

assisted  by  Volunteers  who  have  taken  a  craft  course.  A  wide  range  of  crafts  are  attempted  - 
basket  work,  stools,  lamps  and  lampshades,  mosaic  work,  toys,  cushions,  embroidery, 
tapestry  and  knitting. 
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3  Physiotherapy  -  takes  the  form  of  exercises  to  music  and  a  programme  of  "Fun  and  Games" 
as  devised  by  Miss  Eira  Davies  of  Eastbourne  (who  came  to  a  very  excellent  Teach  In  on  the 
Care  of  the  Elderly  in  February).  Individual  treatments  are  given  where  necessary  i.e. 
walking  in  the  parallel  bars  and  instruction  in  the  use  of  walking  aids. 

4  .  Bathing  The  auxiliary  nurse  is  fully  occupied  all  day  bathing  those  who  are  unable  to  bath 

themselves  at  home.  There  is  a  purpose  built  bathroom  with  an  electric  hoist.  We  now 
have  so  many  needing  baths  that  many  have  to  take  it  in  turns  every  other  week. 

5  .  Chiropodist  -  visits  every  6  to  8  weeks  all  the  three  Day  Centres. 

6  .  Hairdressing  -  a  voluntary  hairdresser  comes  to  shampoo  and  set  hair  once  in  three  weeks 

to  each  Day  Centre. 

7.  Optical  assessment  -  by  local  optician  followed  by  further  testing  and  supply  of  spectacles  by 
patients  own  choice  of  Optician. 

8  .  W  .  R .  V  .  S .  -  in  addition  to  all  the  voluntary  help  already  mentioned  the  W  .  R  .  V  .  S .  also  supply 
the  lunches  each  week  cooked  in  their  own  kitchen.  At  Byfleet  a  United  Churches  Voluntary 
Committee  cook  and  serve  the  meals. 

A  shop  in  the  Coffee  Room. 

A  Voluntary  Shopper  -  who  goes  round  the  town  doing  any  shopping  or  collecting  prescriptions. 
The  W.R.V.S.  Clothing  Store  will  supply  us  on  request  with  anything  we  need  for  the  Day 
Centres . 

9.  Library  -  the  Surrey  County  Library  Rural  Service  supply  150  books  to  Westgate  Centre  and 
7  5  to  St.  John's.  These  are  changed  every  three  months. 

10.  Recuperative  Holidays  -  are  arranged  through  the  W.U.D.C.  and  the  Surrey  Association  of 
Disabled . 

11.  Welfare  Foods  -  are  available  for  the  aged  and  Heinz  Dinners  for  one  are  also  available. 

12.  District  Nurses  -  many  of  them  visit  the  Day  Centres  regularly  to  discuss  patients  to  go  on 
waiting  list  and  those  already  attending.  This  liaison  with  the  District  Nurses  is  most  useful. 

13.  Social  Events  -  on  the  Day  Centres  Calendar  are:- 

A  Summer  outing 
A  Christmas  party  and  presents 
An  Easter  tea  and  Easter  Eggs 

The  staff  also  undertake  helping  on  such  occasions  as  visits  to  Dentist,  Optician,  Hospital 
appointments,  visits  to  friends  in  hospital,  collecting  pensions,  writing  letters,  filling  in 
forms  and  sorting  out  any  problem  if  it  is  in  our  power  to  do  so. 

The  coffee  room  This  is  run  entirely  by  volunteer  help  separately  from  the  Day  Centres,  but 
there  is  a  close  liaison.  The  elderly  people  attending  the  coffee  room  can  have  a  medical 
check  up  at  the  Doctor's  Clinic.  They  often  bring  their  problems  to  the  Day  Centre  Health 
Visitor  -  anything  from  health  to  housing  or  the  sorting  out  of  family  troubles. 


REPORT  BY  MEDICAL  OFFICER  AT  WESTGATE  CENTRE 

Twice  monthly  geriatric  assessment  examinations  are  carried  out  at  Westgate  Centre  and 
this  service  has  now  been  extended  to  St.  John's  Health  Centre. 

Fifty- seven  disabled  and  non-disabled  have  been  examined  between  the  ages  of  60  and  88  years 
(up  to  the  beginning  of  June,  1971).  All  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  General  Practitioner  with 
a  written  report  including  path,  results.  Of  these  15,  i.e.  just  over  25%,  were  found  to  have 
conditions  requiring  treatment.  Most  of  these  conditions  were  potentially  serious,  and  included: -

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REPORT  BY  VISITING  OPTICIAN  ON  VISUAL  SCREENING  TESTS  AT  DAY  CENTRE 

The  results  of  visual  screening  of  sixteen  old  people  found  seven  to  be  deficient  in  visual  capacity  and 
requiring  further  investigation.  Of  the  seven,  five  improved  considerably  with  spectacles .  One  of 
these  in  particular  is  noteworthy:  age  65  visual  acuity-distance  6/36  reading  NI4-does  no  reading, 
never  had  spectacles  because  she  was  too  diffident  to  ask  for  assistance.  Spectacles  were  supplied 
with  a  claim  through  Social  Security.  Exactly  the  kind  of  person  such  screening  is  designed  to  pick 

out . 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Mental  Illness 

1970  was  the  first  full-year's  working  of  the  Mental  Health  Office  for  Woking  set  up  in  1969. 

The  social  work  staff  situation  varied  during  the  year  but  was  an  over-all  improvement,  reflected  in 
the  larger  number  of  persons  to  whom  it  was  possible  to  give  support . 

Social  Work  with  Woking  patients  in  Brookwood  Hospital  was  continued  and  all  admissions  were 
reviewed  so  that  social  problems  disclosed  might  be  dealt  with. 

A  member  of  the  social  work  team,  Mr.  J.N.G  .  Robinson  was  admitted  to  Leeds  University  for 
a  year's  course  in  mental  health.

SOCIAL  &  WELFARE  SERVICES 
REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SOCIAL  WORKER  -  MR.  T.W.  THORN 

1970  saw  the  continued  development  of  the  Social  Services  Department  and  its  effectiveness  - 
offering  a  wider  and  more  comprehensive  service  to  the  public.  There  was  a  marked  increase 
in  demand  for  the  various  services  offered.  In  particular,  with  the  public  spotlight  focusing  upon 
the  needs  of  the  elderly  and  physically  handicapped,  more  people  became  aware  of  the  various 
services  offered  and  hence  the  increased  demand  for  advice,  guidance  and  assistance. 

As  part  of  the  general  development  Surrey  County  Council  decided  to  extend  the  use  of  its 
specially  built  Old  People's  Homes  to  include  day  care  for  people  awaiting  a  permanent  vacancy 
and  who  would  other  wise  be  at  risk.  For  this  purpose  it  was  decided  to  introduce  the  scheme  at 
"Heathside",  Coley  Avenue,  Woking.  The  scheme  started  in  mid  1970  and  still  continues,  though 
it  is  somewhat  hampered  by  difficulties  of  transporting  the  elderly  people  to  and  from  their  own  homes 
Ultimately  it  is  hoped  to  extend  this  facility  to  other  Homes  and  thereby  increase  its  effectiveness. 

The  demand  for  permanent  residential  care  remains  very  heavy  and  the  social  workers  were 
very  busy  trying  to  ensure  that  in  the  interim  period  between  application  and  admission  all  the 
elderly  people  receive  adequate  care  and  attention. 

During  1970  there  were  46  enquiries  for  Surrey  County  Council's  temporary  accommodation 
and  ultimately  five  of  these  families  were  admitted.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  figure  would  have  been 
considerably  higher  were  it  not  for  the  intensive  social  work  support  and  help  given  during  these 
severe  crises.  In  addition  it  requires  noting  that  the  Woking  U.D.C.  Housing  Department  have 
given  every  support  and  assistance  whenever  possible. 

Blind  and  PartiaHy  Sighted  Persons 

At  the  end  of  1970  there  were  146  Blind  Persons  and  41  Partially  Sighted  Persons  on  the 
register  of  the  Woking  Urban  District  Council.  12  Blind  Persons  and  5  Partially  Sighted  are  in 
open  employment,  3  others  are  in  assisted  employment.  The  Toe  H  and  St.  John's  Church  Guild 
for  the  Blind  run  Social  Clubs  once  a  month  and  there  are  blind  and  partially  sighted  persons 
attending  many  clubs  for  the  elderly.

The  Deaf  without  Speech  and  Hard  of  Hearing 

There  are  51  persons  on  the  register  of  the  deaf.  The  Social  Worker  for  the  Deaf  is  shared 
with  the  South  West  Division.  A  club  for  the  deaf  is  held  once  a  fortnight  on  Thursday  evening  with 
an  average  attendance  of  15.  The  hard  of  hearing  also  hold  a  club  meeting  each  fortnight  at  the 
Methodist  Church  Hall.  Social  evenings  for  deaf  patients  are  held  regularly  at  Botleys  and 
Brookwood  Hospital.  All  these  club  and  social  evenings  are  very  much  appreciated  and  help  to 
keep  a  close  liaison  between  Social  Worker  and  handicapped  person.

Old  People's  Clubs 

There  is  now  a  club  for  old  people  in  each  of  the  residential  areas  of  the  district.  The  clubs 
meet  monthly  or  bi-monthly  and  are  very  popular.  Many  of  the  clubs  undertake  friendly  visiting 
of  their  members  and  others  who  wish  it  in  their  areas;  they  also  organise  holidays  at  special  terms 
and  each  year  a  handicraft  exhibition  is  held  centrally. 


Meals  on  Wheels 

This  is  organised  by  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service.  Meals  are  obtained  from  the 
canteen  of  a  local  firm  and  from  Brookwood  Hospital.  Meals  are  served  three  times  weekly  during 
the  year.  A  total  of  21,256  meals  were  provided  during  1970.

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MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


Health  Department,

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental  Hygiene  Section  of  the 
Health  Department. 

The  re-organisation  of  the  public  health  inspectors  duties  within  three  specialised  fields  of 
operation  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  despite  some  disruption  due  to  inevitable  delay  in 
filling  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  one  of  the  public  health  inspectors.  It  was  also 
necessary  to  make  some  adjustments  during  the  year  in  clerical  and  administrative  responsibilities 
in  accordance  with  recommendations  made  by  the  Council's  management  consultants. 

Further  progress  was  made  with  the  repair  and  improvement  of  older  houses,  and  during  the 
year  a  working  parting,  comprising  a  senior  officer  from  each  department  concerned,  was  set  up 
to  investigate  the  practicability  of  making  general  improvement  areas  under  the  Housing  Act,  1969. 
Detailed  consideration  was  given  to  two  possible  areas  and  no  doubt  by  the  time  this  Report  appears 
in  print,  Woking  will  have  designated  its  first  general  improvement  area. 

The  making  of  the  Cherry  Street  Clearance  Area  means  that  for  the  time  being  at  least,  the 
end  has  almost  been  reached  for  dealing  with  groups  of  unfit  properties  in  this  particular  way.  This 
does  not  mean  however  that  there  are  grounds  for  complacency  because  unless  sustained  action  is 
taken  to  rehabilitate  and  improve  the  hundreds  of  houses  in  the  district  that  require  this  treatment 
many  will  fall  into  such  a  state  of  decay  in  the  forseeable  future  that  clearance  will  be  the  only  answer. 

There  also  remain  scattered  throughout  the  district  a  number  of  older  properties  in  poor 
structural  condition  bordering  on  statutory  unfitness,  and  in  these  cases  individual  action  for 
demolition  or  closure  will  eventually  become  necessary. 

The  principal  objective  of  the  food  control  section  of  a  Health  Department  is  to  protect 
the  public  from  the  sale  of  food  which  is  unsound  or  unwholesome  and  the  basis  on  which  the 
necessary  safeguards  have  for  years  been  founded,  are  generally  well  established.  However,  in 
the  past  ten  years  or  so  there  have  been  such  major  advances  and  changes  in  food  processing  that  it 
is  now  necessary  to  exercise  much  greater  vigilance  and  control  over  packaging  methods,  and 
temperature  and  humidity  during  distribution  and  storage  before  sale.  Each  year  sees  the  addition 
to  the  market  of  yet  more  foods  of  the  quick  frozen  and  vacuum  packed  type . 

It  is  essential  therefore  that  the  public  health  inspector  should  keep  abreast  of  the  new 
technological  developments  in  this  field  and  take  advantage  of  such  new  iniormation  as  is  available. 

It  was  possible  during  the  year  to  increase  the  number  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs  taken  for 
analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  widen  the  variety  to  include  some  of  the 
newer  and  more  sophisticated  foods. 

Routine  work  in  connection  with  Offices  and  Shops,  factories,  pest  control,  caravans,  and 
other  general  environmental  functions,  continued  as  in  previous  years  and  reasonable  progress 
was  made  in  maintaining  satisfactory  conditions . 

No  Report  would  be  complete  without  reference  to  the  scourge  of  our  modern  technological 
age  -  Noise . 

Noise  from  road  traffic  and  aircraft  is  the  major  source  of  general  nuisance  affecting  as  it 
does  the  community  as  a  whole . 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  growing  awareness  of  the  problem  and  one  can  only  hope  for  the 
emergence  of  a  realistic  national  policy  for  noise  control.  Perhaps  a  welcome  sign  in  this 
direction  was  the  assurance  given  in  a  Government  White  Paper  on  Pollution  issued  during  the  year 
that  aircraft  noise  and  road  vehicle  noise  will  in  the  future  be  more  closely  controlled,  and  that 
in  particular,  a  noise  check  will  be  included  in  the  present  annual  checks  on  heavy  vehicles. 

Complaints  of  noise  nuisance  from  more  localised  sources  such  as  factory  premises, 
domestic  premises,  civil  engineering  works,  etc.,  may  be  subject  to  some  control  under  the 
Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960,  but  reduction  in  noise  levels  is  more  often  achieved  by  patient, 
persuasive  informal  action  rather  than  recourse  to  legal  remedies. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  help  and  support  that  I  have  had  from  the  Chairman, 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  from  Dr.  Karney  and  all  members  of  the  staff.

It  is  the  policy  of  the  department  to  achieve  the  repair  or  reconditioning  of  dwelling-houses 
by  persuasion  of  and  negotiation  with  landlords  rather  than  by  statutory  action.  In  the  few  cases 
where  this  does  not  succeed,  statutory  notices  are  served  under  the  appropriate  powers.

3  .  Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses 

One  Clearance  Area  comprising  9  houses  in  Cherry  Street  was  represented  during  the  year. 

A  Clearance  Order  was  subsequently  made  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.  A  decision  is  awaited. 

Action  in  respect  of  3  individual  unfit  houses  was  taken.  As  a  result  two  were  demolished 
without  recourse  to  the  making  of  demolition  orders  and  in  the  case  of  the  other  an  undertaking 
from  the  owner  not  to  re-let  for  human  habitation  was  accepted  by  the  Council. 

4 .  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

The  total  number  of  properties  subject  to  Direction  Notices  was  52  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Although  the  Department  has  detailed  knowledge  of  130  houses  in  multiple  occupation  it  is 
known  that  there  are  many  more  houses  of  this  type  in  the  Urban  District. 

Further  efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  assess  the  true  position  but  as  the  inspectors 
concerned  with  this  work  are  almost  fully  committed  in  other  housing  fields  this  will  take  some 
time  to  achieve  . 

As  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  the  crowding  of  several  families  into  small  houses 
creates  more  significant  health  problems  than  the  over-occupation  of  houses  by  male  persons  which 
was  typical  of  the  earlier  form  of  multi-occupation  in  the  area.  Efforts  were  concentrated,  therefore, 
during  the  year  on  relieving  some  of  the  worst  cases  of  multi -occupation  where  families  were 
involved  and  it  was  necessary  to  amend  several  existing  Direction  Notices  with  this  end  in  view. 

5.  Rent  Acts,  1957/1968 

One  application  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair  was  granted  and  one  certificate  was 
cancelled  during  the  year.

At  the  end  of  the  year,  162  dwellings  were  in  course  of  erection  by  the  local  authority,  431  by 
private  enterprise,  and  198  by  Housing  Associations. 


HOUSING  LOANS  AND  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  and  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959  (as 
amended)  enable  Local  Authorities  to  make  advances  for  various  purposes,  including  altering,  enlarging 
repairing  or  improving  houses,  and  grants  may  be  made  for  the  conversion  and  improvement  of 
dwellings . 


Housing  Advances: 

Applications  for  advances  are  dealt  with  by  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Health  Department  supplies 
him  with  information  relating  to  outstanding  notices  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts  on  the 
properties  concerned,  and  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  properties  being  considered  for  closure  or 
demolition  or  the  likelihood  of  being  included  in  a  Clearance  Area,  as  may  prove  useful  in  the 
valuation  of  the  properties. 

Information  concerning  92  applications  was  supplied  by  the  Department,  during  1970. 

House  Improvement  and  Repair 

The  Housing  Act  1969,  which  came  into  operation  towards  the  end  of  that  year,  gave  fresh 
impetus  to  the  important  task  of  house  improvement  and  repair.  The  new  financial  incentives  together 
with  an  elastic  and  less  restrictive  system  of  control  are  designed  to  encourage  property  owners 
to  make  fuller  use  of  the  grant  facilities  available. 

Although  the  response  in  Woking  during  the  year  was  reasonably  encouraging  it  is  still  a 
matter  of  some  surprise  to  me  that  more  owners  do  not  take  advantage  of  the  generous  grants  that 
are  now  available  to  re -condition  and  improve  the  properties  they  own. 

During  the  year  117  applications  for  grant  were  received  from  owners  of  properties  and 
12  requests  from  tenants  for  the  Council  to  use  powers  of  compulsion. 

The  total  sum  paid  out  in  grants  during  the  year  was  £21,903-14.3. 

86  applications  for  qualification  certificates  in  accordance  with  the  new  provisions  of  the 
Act  relating  to  rent  structures  were  received  and  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

It  is  undoubtedly  through  general  improvement  areas  that  the  Government  hope  that  the  biggest 
impact  can  be  made  on  arresting  the  deterioration  of  the  nation's  enormous  stock  of  sub -standard 
houses.  Attention  was  therefore  devoted  during  the  year  to  two  possible  areas.  Surveys  revealed 
that  one  area  was  not  suitable  to  be  proceeded  with  at  the  present  time,  but  in  the  case  of  the  other 
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an  area  containing  100  houses  and  flats  -  all  preliminary  investigatory  work  was  completed  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  is  expected  that  designation  will  follow  early  in  1971  . 

LAND  CHARGES  ACT,  1925 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Land  Charges  Act,  1925,  enquiries  relating  to  28  93 
properties  were  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Council.  The  enquiries  concerned  the  following: 

(a)  Outstanding  notices  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  . 

(b)  Proposals  for  Slum  Clearance  or  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

(c)  Certificates  in  force  under  the  Rent  Acts,  1957/1968. 

The  necessary  searches  were  made  and  the  information  supplied. 

SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 

During  1970  further  preliminary  design  work  was  carried  out  on  the  scheme  for  the  proposed 
extension  of  the  Old  Woking  Sewage  Treatment  to  provide  additional  capacity  for  an  ultimate  population 
of  80,000. 

A  tender  was  accepted  for  the  renewal  of  the  pumping  machinery  at  Anthony's  and  for  the 
replacement  of  the  pumping  station  at  West  Hall  and  at  Sanway  Close  and  work  on  the  contract  will 
commence  early  in  1971. 

The  contract  for  the  replacement  of  the  pumping  station  at  the  Old  Depot  Site  at  Goldsworth 
Road  was  completed  except  for  the  installation  of  the  pumping  machinery. 

Five  isolated  dwellings  which  were  served  by  cesspits  at  Prey  Heath  were  connected  to 
main  drainage . 

The  Council  agreed  a  scheme  with  the  Bagshot  Rural  District  Council  which  will  enable  3  9 
dwellings  at  present  served  by  cesspools  in  the  Scott's  Grove  Road  Area  of  the  district  to  be 
connected  to  the  Rural  Council's  main  drainage. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

During  the  year  two  public  health  inspectors  were  wholly  engaged  on  duties  related  to  food 
control.  These  include  the  routine  inspection  of  wholesale  and  retail  food  premises,  restaurants  and 
canteens,  food  delivery  vehicles,  market  stalls,  and  slaughterhouses;  the  sampling  of  food  and 
drink  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis;  the  examination  of  unsound  food  in  shops  and  stores 
and  the  investigation  of  complaints  from  the  public  and  elsewhere  concerning  unsatisfactory  conditions 
in  food. 

The  policy  of  carrying  out  inspections  of  food  premises  in  much  greater  detail  than  has  hitherto 
been  possible  is  beginning  to  shew  satisfactory  results  and  many  premises  have  been  brought  up  to 
a  much  higher  standard. 

Our  relationship  with  food  traders  in  the  area  remains  good  and  in  a  number  of  cases  re¬ 
organisation  of  shop  layouts  and  methods  of  stock  handling  has  taken  place  as  a  result  of 
consultation  with  and  guidance  from  the  public  health  inspectors. 

107  complaints  of  extraneous  matter  in  food  or  other  unsound  conditions  were  made  by  the 
public  during  the  year.  Every  one  was  investigated  thoroughly  and  appropriate  action  taken  to  try 
and  avoid  recurrence.  Legal  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  in  four  cases,  and  fines  ranging 
from  £10  to  £20  were  imposed  by  the  local  magistrates  court. 

The  number  of  complaints  made  shewed  a  substantial  increase  on  the  previous  year,  which  is 
to  some  extent  I  feel,  a  reflection  of  the  growing  awareness  of  the  public  in  matters  affecting  the  purity 
and  wholesomeness  of  the  food  and  drink  they  buy.  Nevertheless,  despite  our  continuing  policy 
of  health  education  in  matters  relating  to  food  handling  and  hygiene,  it  is  a  matter  of  some  concern 
that  at  least  25%  of  complaints  were  concerned  with  mouldy  conditions  in  perishable  foods,  almost 
all  of  which  resulted  from  breakdowns  in  systems  of  coding  and  stock  rotation  at  shop  premises. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  in  the  Urban  District  548  food  premises  subject  to  the 
Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960.

Fifty-four  premises  are  now  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955, 
for  the  preparation  of  preserved  food;  232  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

16 1  tons  of  unsound  food  were  surrendered  and  condemned  during  the  year  as  shewn  in  the 
Table  below. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  this  total  consisted  of  frozen  perishable  foods  which  had 
detiorated  or  become  out  of  condition  following  refrigeration  breakdowns.  This  waste  of  otherwise 
sound  food  is  to  be  deplored,  but  in  view  of  the  potential  risk  of  increased  bacterial  spoilage  that 
may  occur  in  foods  in  this  condition  there  is  little  alternative. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Artificial  Sweeteners  in  Food  Regulations,  1969,  came  into  force, 
:he  effect  of  which  was  to  ban  the  use  of  cyclamic  acid,  calcium  cyclamate  and  sodium  cyclamate 
as  artificial  sweeteners.  This  form  of  sweetening  agent  was  used  extensively  in  soft  drink 
manufacture  and  as  a  result  of  the  new  Regulations  considerable  quantities  of  soft  drink  had  to 
ae  condemned.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

Slaughtering  continued  at  the  two  private  slaughterhouses  at  about  the  same  level  of  throughput 
as  in  the  past  four  or  five  years.  Both  premises  handle  good  class  food  animals  and  conditions  have 
remained  reasonably  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  condemned  meat  and  offal  under  proper  supervision  as  required 
by  the  Meat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations,  196  9  presents  a  problem  because  of  lack  of  suitable  transport 
and  personnel.  For  the  moment  this  function  is  being  carried  out  by  a  pest  control  officer  using 
his  van  for  the  purpose  and  this  of  necessity  causes  some  disruption  of  his  pest  control  duties.

With  regard  to  the  nine  samples  which  were  described  as  being  adulterated  or  otherwise 
giving  rise  to  irregularity,  the  Public  Analyst  reported  as  follows 

Crispy  Peanut  Snacks 

The  1.8%  added  salt  was  not  declared  as  an  ingredient  as  required  by  the  Labelling  of  Food 
Order,  1 953 . 

Caramel  Sauce 

Made  up  of  two  or  more  ingredients.  The  ingredients  were  not  specified  as  required  by  the 
Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953  . 

Pork  Goulash 

Did  not  bear  the  description  'Meat  with  gravy'  required  by  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953 
Regulations,  1967. 

Pan  Integral 

A  sample  of  pumpenickel.  The  usual  name  required  by  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953 
was  not  declared  on  the  label. 

Orange  Crush 

The  inside  base  of  the  bottle  was  covered  with  a  thin  black/brown  film  of 
consisting  of  dead  mould  spores  of  the  Cladosporium  type. 

Chambourey  Viennois 

The  ingredients  were  not  declared  as  required  by  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  1953. 
Fermentation  probably  due  to  storage  under  warm  conditions  had  taken  place  creating  0.56% 
proof  spirit  in  the  sample . 

Dip  Mix 

An  incomplete  dip  mix.  The  necessity  to  add  sour  cream  or  cream  cheese  should  be 
stated  on  the  front  of  the  packet. 

Ayds 

The  container  bore  a  statement  saying  that  the  article  consisted  of  low  calorie  vitamin 
enriched  cubes.  The  calorie  content  of  the  article  is  no  less  that  that  of  common  articles  of 
sugar  confectionery  and  the  statement  is  misleading. 

Vit-Ammino 

The  calcium  caseinate  content  was  not  correctly  listed  in  the  order  of  ingredients . 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKETS,  STALLS  AND  DELIVERY  VEHICLES)  REGULATIONS,  1966 

The  main  object  of  the  regulations  is  to  apply  the  same  standards  of  hygiene  in  food  handling 
to  mobile  shops,  markets,  stalls,  and  delivery  vehicles,  as  already  apply  to  fixed  premises  under 
the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

The  many  differing  types  of  vehicle  and  trades  involved  in  this  class  of  business  makes  the 
task  of  achieving  and  maintaining  uniform  standards  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  difficult,  but  it  is 
found  generally  that  traders  are  receptive  to  the  advice  and  requests  which  the  food  inspectors 
find  it  necessary  to  give  from  time  to  time. 

Woking  market  continues  to  operate  on  two  days  a  week  and.  as  in  past  years  only  a  few  stalls 
are  engaged  in  selling  food  and  consequently  affected  by  the  regulations . 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  1959 

Registration  of  Distributors  of  Milk. 

The  number  of  distributors  of  milk  in  the  district  registered  in  accordance  with  the 
Regulations  was  31  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  compared  with  47  for  the  previous  year.

Inspections  of  newly  registered  premises,  and  re-inspections  of  some  premises  already  on  the 
register  continued  during  the  year  so  far  as  the  resources  of  staff  allowed.  No  particular  problems 
arose  and  the  number  of  contraventions  found  shewed  a  marked  reduction  on  the  previous  year  and 
were  mostly  of  a  minor  nature  . 

No  serious  accidents  on  shop  or  office  premises  were  recorded  and  the  causes  of  such  minor 
accidents  that  were  reported  were  taken  up  with  managements  informally  and  remedial  measures 
implemented .

Five  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  the  homes  of  persons  notified 
to  the  department  as  outworkers .  It  has  been  found  that  home  conditions  are  satisfactory . 

The  following  shows,  by  trades,  the  number  of  outworkers  residing  in  the  district,  and  who 
were  notified  to  this  department  in  the  August  lists  as  required  by  Section  133  of  the  Act.

Fluctuations  in  rodent  infestations  are  not  uncommon  and  often  follow  a  national  pattern. 
Locally,  such  factors  as  large  scale  demolitions  and  redevelopment  schemes,  and  even  abnormal 
climatic  conditions  can  have  a  bearing  on  the  rodent  population,  affecting  it  either  up  or  down. 


Work  on  a  chargeable  basis  at  commercial  premises  has  continued  and  such  infestations  as 
exist,  have  been  kept  well  under  control.  The  annual  treatments  of  sewers  were  made,  but  again, 
shew  little  evidence  of  serious  rat  infestation. 

Complaints  about  the  activities  of  many  other  pests  continue  to  be  received  but  the  department 
has  to  restrict  its  pest  control  services  to  those  pests  which  in  general  can  be  said  to  invade  the 
human  habitat.  Treatments  to  eradicate  foxes,  rabbits,  squirrels,  cannot  be  undertaken,  although 
advice  is  often  given,  and  complainants  are  referred  to  other  bodies  likely  to  be  able  to  help, 
namely.  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  or  specialist  commercial  pest  control  firms.

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  considerable  rise  in  wasp  complaints,  from  2 91  in  1 96 9  to  5 1  9 
in  1970,  the  last  being  made  on  the  30th  December. 

The  treatment  of  wasp  nests  on  this  scale  is  very  time  consuming  and  imposes  great  strain  on 
the  limited  labour  resources  of  the  pest  control  service.  In  order,  therefore,  not  to  encroach 
too  much  on  the  time  available  for  normal  rodent  control  work  the  treatment  of  wasps  has  often  to 
be  carried  out  after  normal  working  hours  and  also  by  using  the  services  of  the  trainee  public 
health  inspectors  when  these  are  available  . 

Problems  often  arise  when  wasps  are  nested  in  inaccessible  situations  requiring  the  use  ot 
long  ladders  or  even  the  disturbance  of  structures  .  As  the  department  is  not  equipped  to  deal  with 
cases  of  this  kind  complainants  have  to  be  referred  to  private  pest  control  firms. 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  approved  by  the  Council  some  years  ago  limited  action  to 
mitigate  nuisance  from  mosquitoes  within  the  urban  district  continued  during  the  year.  This  takes  the 
form  of  larvicidal  treatment  of  ponds,  pools,  ditches  and  certain  waterlogged  areas  during  the  early 
months  of  the  year  followed  by  selective  thermal  fogging  as  found  necessary  during  summer  and 

autumn . 
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GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  FUNCTIONS 
AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

A  full  survey  of  all  nurseries  and  smallholdings  in  the  area  to  which  the  Act  applies  was 
made  in  1967  and  re -inspections  are  made  from  time  to  time.  In  general  sanitary  facilities  are 
reasonable  and  little  difficulty  is  experienced  with  managements  in  getting  unsatisfactory 
conditions  put  right  when  these  are  found. 

AIR  POLLUTION 

No  serious  problems  from  industrial  smoke  were  encountered  during  the  year  mainly  because 
the  industries  in  the  area  do  not  operate  the  type  of  steam  raising  plant  that  is  likely  to  be 
troublesome  in  this  direction.  The  passing  of  the  steam  engine  has  also  removed  the  intermittent 
nuisance  from  palls  of  smoke  in  the  vicinity  of  Woking  railway  station  that  used  to  be  a  fairly 
regular  occurrence  up  to  a  few  years  ago. 

Turning  to  domestic  smoke,  whilst  one  cannot  be  complacent,  there  is  evidence  that  the 
position  improves  slightly  year  by  year  as  more  houses  in  the  district  convert  to  one  or  other  of 
the  available  forms  of  central  heating.  In  these  circumstances,  coupled  with  the  uncertain  supply 
situation  of  solid  smokeless  fuels,  it  may  be  considered  inopportune  to  embark  on  the  formation 
of  smoke  control  areas  at  the  present  time. 

During  the  year  four  applications  for  approval  of  chimney  heights  in  connection  with  industrial 
furnaces  were  granted  under  section  6  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968,  and  three  exemptions  from  the 
requirement  to  fit  Arrestment  Plant  under  section  4  were  approved. 

Complaints  of  nuisance  from  garden  bonfires  continue  to  be  received  during  the  summer  and 
autumn  periods  and  much  of  the  haze  of  smoke  that  hangs  over  certain  parts  of  the  district  on  still 
summer  evenings  and  at  weekends  can  be  attributed  to  this  cause.  It  is  generally  found  that  a 
persuasive  approach  and  an  appeal  to  reason  is  all  that  is  required  to  effect  improvements,  and  it 
was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal  actions. 

With  so  much  demolition  taking  place  as  a  prelude  to  re -development  it  is  inevitable  that 
contractors  should  seek  to  burn  materials  on  site.  There  is  also  a  growing  practice  among  some 
demolition  contractors  of  firing  the  whole  shell  of  a  building  thereby  disposing  of  all  the  internal 
combustible  material  in  one  operation.  The  resultant  nuisance  in  a  neighbourhood,  however 
temporary,  from  smoke,  flying  ash,  etc.  is  considerable.  Practices  of  this  sort  are  to  be 
deprecated,  and  the  burning  of  any  materials  on  demolition  sites  should  only  take  place  when  more 
suitable  alternative  methods  are  not  available. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD 

The  Department  was  not  called  upon  to  arrange  any  burial  in  accordance  with  Section  50  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  during  the  year. 

CARAVANS 

The  number  of  caravan  sites  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  twelve. 

One  private  site  at  Warren  Farm  comprises  100  caravans,  and  is  fully  equipped  with  modern 
amenities.  However,  because  of  the  changes  in  size  and  design  of  caravans  that  have  taken  place 
in  the  ten  years  since  the  site  was  first  licensed  the  time  has  come  when  further  consideration 
will  need  to  be  given  to  the  overall  site  conditions  if  reasonable  standards  over  the  next  decade 
are  to  be  maintained. 

Consultation  with  the  owners  on  matters  affecting  density  and  spacing,  direct  drainage 
connections  for  individual  caravans,  and  other  factors  have  already  taken  place  and  will  continue. 

The  remaining  sites  house  single  or  small  numbers  of  caravans  and  have  planning  consents 
for  limited  periods. 

NOISE 

Fewer  complaints  of  noise  were  made  to  the  Department  during  the  year  due  no  doubt  to  the 
completion  of  the  work  connected  with  the  laying  of  the  natural  gas  pipe -line  within  the  urban 
district  boundary.  Work  by  other  public  utility  companies,  and  civil  engineering  contractors 
continue  however  with  the  inevitable  Use  of  compressors,  air  powered  drills  and  de -watering  equipment 
Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  noise  from  these  sources  is  reduced  by  the  proper  use, 
wherever  possible,  of  silencers,  cladding  and  other  means  of  insulation,  and  it  is  generally  found 
that  contractors  are  willing  to  cooperate. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  nature  of  the  work  the  public  health  inspector  is  called  upon  to  do  in  so  many  branches 
of  environmental  health,  requires  him  to  be  fully  experienced  in  health  education  techniques  and 
great  importance  is  attached  to  this  in  my  Department,  I  firmly  believe  that  much  more  can  be 
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achieved  by  good  public  relations  and  a  personal  approach  to  managements  and  traders,  than  by 
recourse  to  statutory  action. 

Apart  from  our  daily  contacts  with  the  public  and  with  business  personnel  at  all  levels,  every 
effort  is  made  to  encourage  interested  organisations  to  give  us  the  opportunity  to  talk  to  them  on 
public  health  matters.  Ten  such  talks  were  given  during  the  year  and  all  were  extremely  successful. 
It  is,  perhaps,  a  misnomer  to  refer  to  such  events  as  'talks'  because  nowadays  a  great  deal  of  use 
is  made  of  all  sorts  of  visual  aids,  films,  sound  recordings,  and  audience  participation. 

With  the  purchase  of  a  35  mm  camera  during  the  year  the  Department  will  now  be  able  to 
develop  a  pictorial  library  of  slides  on  many  aspects  of  public  health  work  which  should  be  extremely 
useful  for  educational  purposes.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  School  Medical  Service  in  the  Woking 
Area  for  the  year  1970. 


Although  the  scheme  of  medical  inspections  remains  unchanged  pilot  schemes  are 
being  tried  at  various  parts  of  the  County  in  preparation  for  changes  based  less  on  a  routine 
inspection  and  more  on  a  selective  system.  The  health  of  the  school  child  in  Woking  remains 
generally  satisfactory  and  there  are  no  marked  variations  from  the  previous  year  in  the 
statistics.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  with  over  4,  000  children  seen  at  medical  inspections 
60%  of  the  parents  attended. 

Owing  to  some  increase  in  the  number  of  head  infestations  routine  inspection  of 
children  for  this  condition  was  restarted  in  some  schools.  The  cause  of  this  upward  trend  is 
not  certain  but  it  has  also  been  noted  in  other  parts  of  the  Country. 

The  completion  of  the  new  Park  Special  School  is  recorded  with  considerable 
satisfaction.  Among  the  physically  handicapped  the  growing  trends  are  to  try  and  accommodate 
them  at  ordinary  schools  as  far  as  possible.  During  the  year  three  spina  bifida  children  were 
in  ordinary  schools  in  Woking  and  two  severely  disabled  girls  in  Secondary  Schools.  I  would 
like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  or  the  help  and  co-operation  of  all  concerned  and  in 
particular  the  teaching  staff. 

In  a  rapidly  expanding  population  as  in  Woking  inevitably  there  are  some  schools  that 
have  difficulty  in  accommodating  all  the  children  in  their  catchment  area,  but  by  the  use  of 
prefabricated  classrooms  and  some  adjustment  of  catchment  areas,  the  problem  is  reasonably 
contained. 


Many  schools  now  have  their  own  learner  swimming  pools  and  a  few  pools  of  larger 
size.  These  often  require  close  watching  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  some 
standardisation  of  equipment  would  be  helpful. 

The  staff  and  I  are  indebted  for  the  continued  help  and  co-operation  of  Miss  Paddon 
and  her  staff,  the  teaching  staff  and  the  Head  Teachers.

(b)  Special  and  re-examinations

Of  the  4,  259  pupils  inspected  at  Routine  Medical  Inspections,  8 
children  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  general  physical  condition. 

(d)  Cleanliness 

During  the  year  Health  Visitors  visited  schools  in  the  area  for  the 
purpose  of  Cleanliness  inspections. 

Eighty  pupils  were  found  to  have  verminous  heads.  There 
were  no  cases  of  verminous  bodies. 

(e)  Cases  of  infectious  diseases  and  contacts 

Five  hundred  and  ninety-nine  pupils  suffered  from  various 
infectious  diseases  including  140  cases  of  Measles,  212  cases  of  German 
Measles,  63  cases  of  Chicken-pox  and  156  cases  of  Mumps.

(c)  Routine  Audiometry  and  Hearing  Defect  Clinics 


The  routine  testing  of  hearing  of  school  children  age  6-7  years 
is  carried  out  separately  by  the  Audiometrician  as  part  of  the  routine  medical 
inspection . 

Each  child  is  tested  individually  and  an  audiogram  constructed 
for  those  with  significant  hearing  loss  .  Children  failing  the  tests  are  followed 
up  and  examined  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  Where  necessary  they  are 
referred  for  the  opinion  of  the  Special  Audiology  Clinic  or  to  the  hospital 
services  after  consultation  with  the  general  practitioner  concerned.

5.  SPECIAL  FORMS  OF  TREATMENT 

(a)  Child  Guidance 

The  Woking  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  situated  at  "Penlee", 
Claremont  Avenue  .  The  catchment  area  extends  to  include  the  greater  part 
of  the  North-Western  Division  of  Surrey,  and  the  day  to  day  administration  of 
the  clinic  is  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer.

(b)  Speech  Therapy 

Speech  Therapists  are  employed  on  a  part-time  basis  at 
Heathside  Clinic,  Woking,  and  "Penlee",  Claremont  Avenue,  Woking. 

In  addition,  a  Speech  Therapist  is  employed  to  carry  out  Speech  Therapy  at 
The  Park  Special  Day  School. 

This  service  also  has  a  catchment-area  which  extends  beyond 
the  Urban  District  boundary  and  is  therefore  similarly  administered  centrally 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer.

(c)  Special  Audiology  and  Hearing  Defect  Therapy  Clinics 
In  addition  to  the  routine  screening  for  hearing  defects  at  infancy 
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and  the  routine  audiometry  of  school  children  at  6  -  7  years,  the  County 
Council  have  appointed  a  Specialist  Audiologist  to  supervise  and  co-ordinate  the 
the  medical  services  for  children  with  hearing  defects  . 

Dr.  Beet,  the  County  Audiologist,  conducts  a  special  audiology 
clinic  at  which  the  Audiometrician,  Speech  Therapist  and  peripatetic  Teacher 
for  the  Deaf  attend  and  to  which  all  children  with  any  hearing  defect  are 
referred.  This  clinic  is  held  at  "Penlee"  each  week,  on  Thursday.  During 
the  year,  131  children  were  attending  this  clinic  for  assessment.

(d)  Convalescent  treatment 

The  Council's  scheme  provides  for  free  convalescent  home 
treatment  in  respect  of  any  pupil  attending  a  school,  or  educational 
establishment  maintained  by  the  Education  Authority,  or  attending  an 
independent  school  for  which  school  health  service  facilities  have  been  made 
available.  Pupils  may  be  recommended  for  such  treatment  by  School  Medical 
Officers  up  to  a  period  of  four  weeks. 

Thirty  pupils  received  convalescent  treatment  under  this 

scheme. 

6.  DEATHS  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 

During  the  year  the  deaths  of  four  schoolchildren  were 
reported.  The  causes  of  death  were  motor  vehicle  accidents  (2),  electrocution 
and  congenital  hydrocephalus. 

7  .  DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

There  are  two  full  time  and  two  part-time  dental  Surgeons 
employed  in  the  School  Dental  Service  in  Woking,  two  of  the  clinics  being 
neld  in  Woking  and  one  in  Byfleet. 

All  schools  in  the  area  were  dentally  inspected  at  least  once, 
and,  where  possible,  twice  in  the  year,  and  those  children  who  were  found 
to  have  dental  defects  were  offered  treatment  at  the  Clinics  or  were  advised 
to  see  their  private  dental  surgeon. 

The  standard  of  dental  health  is  steadily  improving  and,  while 
the  incidence  of  dental  decay  is  still  widespread,  cases  of  extensive  caries 
are  now  very  rare  and  there  is  a  marked  fall  in  the  number  of  extractions

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DENTAL  HEALTH  EDUCATION 


A  vigorous  programme  of  Dental  Health  Education  was  carried 
out  throughout  the  year  with  posters,  talks  and  films. 

ORTHODONTICS 

The  main  clinics  are  visited  once  a  week  by  two  orthodontists 
to  whom  cases  of  dental  irregularities  are  referred  for  treatment. 

8  .  EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

Forty-nine  examinations  or  re-examinations  were  carried  out 
by  School  Medical  Officers  to  ascertain  the  fitness  of  school  children  to  undertake 
part-time  employment.  No  child  was  found  to  be  unfit. 

Eleven  children  were  examined  to  enable  them  to  take  part  in 
entertainment.  They  were  all  found  to  be  fit. 

9.  IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

(a)  Diphtheria/ Tetanus  Immunisation 

A  programme  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus 
for  pupils  in  the  5-15  age  group  was  pursued,  details  of  which  are  as  follows:  - 


(i)  Completed  primary  doses .  24 

(ii)  Booster  doses  . 1,048 


In  addition  32  primary  doses  and  152  booster  doses  were  given 
against  Tetanus  alone. 

(b)  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Details  are  given  below  of  the  administration  of  Poliomyelitis

10.  HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  as  an  educational  authority 
to  make  suitable  provision  for  children  who  are  handicapped  and  who  require 
special  educational  treatment,  since  they  cannot  be  educated  satisfactorily 
under  the  normal  conditions  of  an  ordinary  school.  Many  handicapped  pupils 
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can  receive  appropriate  education  in  ordinary  schools  if  suitable  special 
provision  is  made.  Some  handicapped  pupils  require  special  educational 
treatment  in  special  schools  and  hostels . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  170  pupils  were  on  the  handicapped 
pupils  register,  of  which  84  were  attending  schools  provided  by  the  Surrey 
Education  Authority,  21  were  placed  in  independent  special  schools  or  similar 
schools  with  other  Authorities  and  6  were  receiving  special  educational 
treatment  at  Hospital,  private  school  or  at  home.  The  remainder  are  in 
ordinary  schools  receiving  special  education  or  awaiting  placement  in  special 
schools  . 


There  are  two  special  educational  units  in  the  Woking  delegated 
services  area,  namely  The  Park  School  for  educationally  subnormal  pupils, 
with  125  places  for  boys  and  girls  7-16  years  of  age,  and  the  Partially 
Hearing  Unit  attached  to  the  Woodlands  Infants  School  withl5places  for  boys 
and  girls  of  infant  school  age.  Children  in  both  these  units  are  all  medically 
examined  each  year  by  a  Departmental  Medical  Officer  and  are  also  under  the 
supervision  of  Senior  Medical  Officers  specialising  in  handicapped  children. 

In  addition  special  provision  is  made  for  special  treatment 
such  as  Physiotherapy,  Speech  Therapy  and  Audiometry  to  be  given  at  these 
two  units.  Children  attending  special  schools  not  included  in  the  County 
Educational  Scheme  are  reviewed  each  year  by  either  a  Senior  Medical 
Officer,  as  above,  or  by  a  Departmental  Medical  Officer. 

11  .  PROMOTION  OF  HEALTH 

(a)  Health  Education  in  Schools 

Information  on  health  matters  in  the  form  of  material  and 
advice  on  the  teaching  of  health  subjects  has  continued  to  be  furnished  to 
teachers  and  pupils  .  Each  term  a  special  topic  has  been  chosen  and  the 
schools  informed  of  all  the  available  material  and  a  special  display  stand  is 
produced  and  made  available.  The  work  of  teachers  has  been  supported  by 
that  of  Health  Visitors  and  Medical  Officers,  especially  in  such  subjects  as 
Mothercraft,  Parentcraft  and  Child  Care.  The  special  programme  of  Dental 
Health  Education  by  Dental  Officers  and  their  staff  was  continued  at  all 
Schools . 


(b)  Provision  of  meals  and  milk
